TO ACT IN CONCERT. 



The Powers Will if Need Be Interfere 
With Affairs in Tiuv 
key. 

Apparent Inability of the Sultan to 
Maintain Order— Rioting: and 
Bloodshed- 

Constantinople, Nov. 11.— Tho Porte 
oibher seems InnenBilile as to what Is going 
on, or is utterly incapable of appreciating 
the oxtont to which anarchy has spread 
during the paBt few weoltB. No sorious 
outbreak ia apprehended horo, aa the 
British Hoot ia within easy steaming dia- 
Unco of tho Dardanelles. 

Aa a roBult of tho exchange of telegrams 
bitwoon tho ropreaontativoa of tho Powora 
and thoir reBpoctivo governmentB, lasting 
noarly all Saturday and thia morning, an 
important meeting of tho ambassadors waa 
held today, when tho aituation wob 
thoroughly discussed. It waa decided to 
ond Ireah representations to tho Turkish 
miniator for foreign ufTairs, Towfik Pasha, 
renewing In much stronger lunguago tho de- 
mands addressed by tho ambassadors to 
Said Pasha on Nov. 5, insisting upon being 
informed without delay what measures the 
Turkish government contomplato to reatoro 
order in Asia Minor, and reminding tho 
Turkish govornmenb that it has alroady 
been notified of the intention of 
tho Powers, while aoting in concert, 
to take their own steps in the matter, ehonid 
it develop that the action of tho Porte is in- 
adequate to deal with the sUto of anarchy 
now prevailing in Antolia. The Sultan still 
refuses to believe that tho Powers aro in ao- 
oord as to the action to be taken by them in 
case of tho Porte's failure to rostore order in 
the Turkish empire. No amount of per- 
suasion seems atrong enough to bring Abdul 
Hamid to reaaon, and tho opinion is freely 
expressed that nothing short of a naval de- 
monstration will awaken the Turks to a 
realization of tho actual state of affairs. 

Tho nowa from the provinoea continues to 
be of tho gravest nature, and tho fearexiata 
that tho mobilizing of the army resorvob, 
which Is progressing bo Blowly, might just as 
well have been left alono. The general im- 
preaeicu prevails more strongly t.hab Euro- 
pean Intervention in tho offalrB of tho Turk- 
ish empiro will Boon become absolutely 
necossary in order to avort further and more 
; oriou8 bloodshed. 

Some oohoea of^the utterances of tho Mar- 
|uia of Salisbury at tho Lord Mayor'B ban- 
(|U0t on Saturday laat have roaohod horo, 
the main feature juotod boing his Btatomont 
us to tho ooncortbil aotion of tho Powers to- 
wards Turkey. But tho promler'a romarkB 
are not considered as forcible as his previous 
uttorancea on tho same subject, when parlia- 
ment assembled after the general elections, 
and it is foarod thla may encourage tho Sul- 
tan to further oppoaition to the rooommen- 
dationB of the Powers regarding Armenia. 
Thon again It is believed that oven if thoy 
were actuatod by tho bsst intentions, the 
Turkish authorities havo lot matters run 
until thoy are now powerless to stop tho 
constantly growing movement among tho 
Kurds, who are continuing on an inaroaaod 
scale the work of maasaoro, fire and rapino. 
That they are either aoting nndor direct in- 
structions from Yildiz Kiosh, or else with 
tho secroo approval of the Sultan, nobody 
here aeoma to doubt, and thia conviction bo- 
cornea atronger ever day. It la true a aomb- 
lanco of activity is dieplayed by the Porto. 

lb ia announced to day that tho Porto had 
deoidod to cull out many resorvlste, and 
Bteps were taken to Bend 120,000 soldiors 
ugoinBt tho Kurds, but in vinw of the finan- 
cial situation here, it ia considered moro 
than doubtful whether tho Porto would bo 
ablo to carry out its plane, oven if tho gov- 
ernment had a genuine dealro to suppress 
tho uprising which has now bocomo almost 
general throughout Armenia. 

Ib was stated this afternoon that Bahari 
Pasha, who was dismissed from tho govern- 
orship owing to hie ill-treatment of tho Ar- 
menians, on the representations of British 
Ambassador Sir Phillip Currio, and who on 
Saturday night was decorated by the Sultan 
with tho grand cordon of tho Oamanich or- 
der "asu roivard for good eorvices," 1b to bo 
appointed to a conmand on tho Turkish 
troops going to Zuitoun. 

Tho number of victims of the Bairburb 
massacre lo now reportod to be 1,500, and ib 
Ib estimated thab the total numbor of Ar- 
menians, men, women and children, killed 
daring tho most recent maBsacrea oxcoods 
10,000, and that the total is boing constant- 
ly added to, 

In spite of tho desperate efforts of tho 
TuiklBh authorities to Buppreas tho roal facts 
in tho oaso mattors are daily growing worao 
In tho provinces. Massacres and depreda- 
tions aro reported from the Eastern prov- 
inces, in which tho Kurdish tribes are said 
to havo perpetrated atrooitioB moro torriblo 
than any btfore credited to them. It ia 
atatcd upon apparently good authority that 
whole diBtrlots of Erzeroum and Slvas, 
huvo boon devastod by tho Kurds, who havo 
wiped village after villago out of existence, 
and sword and firo are sweeping over tho 
oountry. 

Tho rioting and bloodshed at Erzeroum 
tho sceno of bo much bloodshed in tho past, 
aro said to have been much moro serious 
than any reports provioualy publlahod 
havo pictured ib, and ib is asserted thab 
ovon tho proaonco of Shakir Pasha, with 
hie troops, failed bo stop the massacre. 
Unresisting Armenian men, women and 
childron wore bludgeoned to death by 
hundreda in tho BtrootB. A travoller 
who arrived hero recently from Treblzond, 
aaya ho mob botwoon Erzeroum and Baiburb 
300 women, who foil on their knoea by tho 
roadaido imploring protection, aaying their 
husbands were murdered and thoy woro 
starving and homeless. 

Undor circumstances like theso Ib is nob 
to bo wondered at if tho moat aanguino duubb 
tho possibility of restoration of order with- 
oub bhe intorvonblon of the Powers, If 
Shakir Pasha, tho high commissioner ap- 
pointed by tho Turkish government to carry 
out tho sahomo of reform agreed upon, la 
unable, supported by Turkish troopa, to 
Btop tho wholesale maBBaare of Armenians in 
the streets of an important city like Erier- 
oub, lb ia difficult) to see how wild Kurdfoh 
tribes in outlying districts can bo provonted 
from continuing the work of oxtormlnntion 
of the Armenian! whioh has been going on 
tor soma time past, apparently with the ap- 
proval of the Saltan, and certainly with his 
knowledge, 

Sir Phillip Currie, the British embassador 
to Turkey, ia ezpeobed back to bis pott at 



tho end of tho week. He was oallod to Lon- 
don in order to consult with the forolgn of- 
fico regarding the situation here. 

An official ncto has been isenod by the 
Porto expressing the Snltan's thanks for the 
" enorgetio measures taken by tho imporial 
authorities in view of tho disturbances and 
revolts whioh have broken oub in oerbain 
parts of Asia Minor, whioh were duo bo the 
seditious intrigues of Armenian agltatore, 
and which havo been everywhere Buppreaa- 
ed." The note adds : " Order has now 
been restorod in all the diatrictB which wore 
recently tho soone of riots and conflicts, and 
precautions havo been taken to ensure the 
maintenance of quiet," 

The English mission noar Jerusalem has 
boon attacked by a riotous mob. Tho mis- 
sionaries escaped, but the BervantB of tho 
missionaries wore killed. No further de- 
tails havo reached hero. 

London, Nov. 11. — Tho Marquia of Salis- 
bury'a speech on Saturday Boema to havo had 
a good tfl'oot. The continental papors ex- 
press various opiniona regarding tho pre- 
mler'a uttorunoas, but his romarkH aro gen- 
erally rogardod as reassuring and juat whab 
was wanted to calm public opinion. HiB 
language atbributing to the Sultan the whole 
responsibility for tho codltion of alfatra in 
Armenia is regarded in some quarters as en- 
couraging tho Armenians to realst, bub all 
interested seem to find comfort in tho Btress 
laid upon tho absolute harmony of tho great 
powers and tho prospects in regard to its 
continuance. This is looked upon aa being 
tho sole and euro mode of dealing with the 
Sultan and holding down tho ambitions of 
Individual European atatea. Still, howovor, 
there ia visible between tho lines in the ubter- 
anoes of the premier an under ourrent of the 
foeling thab bhe war In bhe Easb ia more like- 
ly to bo postponed than averted. In any 
ease, It is understood that there will be no 
change in the government's programme look- 
ing to tho sbrengbhening of bhe British floob 
very materially in order to be able to oopo 
with any difiioulty likely to occur.

CAPITAL NOTES, 



Alaska Boundary Commission- Inter- 
view With Mr. Klngr, Chief of 
8urvey. 



The Work to Be Done— Pinal Meet- 
ing to Be Held at Wash- 
ington. 



(From Our Own Correspondents 
Ottawa, Nov. 11.— The international 
boundury commiaslon is working with a 
view to complete its labors by tho time call- 
ed for in the treaty, namely Deo. 31. Com- 
missioner King has fifteen surveyors and 
draftsmen engagod collecting data procured 
by the survoy parties during the paBt threo 
BouBons. Speaking to your oorreepondonb 
to-day the commissioner said that his in- 
structions under tho treaty were to ascer- 
tain tho foots and data necessary to a per- 
maner delimitation of tho boundary line in 
accordance with tho spirit and extent of tho 
existing treaties in regard to it. He Beea 
no reason why the commissioners should not 
present a joint report. " We had representa- 
tives with the U.S. survey parties 
and they had repreaentatlves with 
ours. As we are Bimply reporting tho 
facta thoro ought to be an agreement. 
However, I am to meet General Duffiold 
soon bo compare conclusions with him, and 
wo shall bhen bp able to ascertain to whab 
oxtont wo agroe or difTer. The troaby aaya 
the high contracting partios, as Boon aa prac- 
tioablo, will procood to consider and estab- 
lish tho boundary lino in question. Whethor 
that will bo done by moans nf a commission 
or nob, Icannob Bay. That iB a question for 
the governments interested." Mr. King 
will arrange a meeting with General Duf- 
fiold, tho American commissioner, shortly. 
As the first meeting was held ab Obtawa, 
it is likely the final ono will bo hold at 
Washington.

War Against Ashantee Will Be Shortly 
Declared — Japanese in 
Formosa. 



Tlie Czarina of Knssia in a Critical 
Condition— Panama Scandal to 
Be Ee opened. 

London, Nov. 11.— Ib is expootod that 
war against Ashantee will bo declared at the 
next cabinet council. The authorities at 
Woolwich arsenal have reaoived orders to 
forward all t'oo neccassary slorea to Accra. 

Tho Vladivostock oorrespondonb of the 
Novoe Vromya telographa thab the Japanoao 
on tho Inland of Formosa have established 
hoadquartors ab Tai Wan and have oalled 
for fresh reinforcements in view of the fact 
that tho nativea are continuing their resist, 
once to the occupation ot the Island by tho 
troops of Japan. 

A eovero earthquake Bhock was experi- 
enced at Katuna to day. The inhabitants 
are panic stricken. 

Nubir Pasha, tho Egyptian prime minia- 
tor, has resigned on aocount of ill health. 

A severe storm is raging to-day in Scot- 
land and in the northern parts of England 
and Ireland. Telegraphic communication 
and railway traffic are eeriouBly interfered 
with. 

Tho storm commenced yesterday evening 
with a heavy gale of wind, which was soon 
accompanied by torrents of rain, and by 
nighb time bhe floods had become general 
throughout the northern part of Great Brit- 
ain. Serious damage waB done to property, 
bridges were washed away, large tracts of 
torritory inundated, many buildings wreok- 
ed, numerous harborB damaged and a num- 
ber of ships atranded. The loss of lifo waa 
reported light. 

Lo Rappel, of Paris, this morning says the 
groat financial housee have decided to place 
at the diapoaal of the market from 50,000,- 
000 to 100,000,000 francs in order to fucili- 
tate tho settlement on Wednesday. 

There ia no doubt that the headquarters 
of Capt. General Martinez de Campos in tho 
city of Santa Clara, capital of the provlnoe 
of that name in Cuba, are Blowly but surely 
being Inveated by the inaurgent forces. 
They aro advanuing from all sides bub main- 
ly from the province of Puerto Prinoipe, 

Tho Kulaer contemplates erecting un im- 
posing monument bo Prince Bismarck ab tho 
entrance of the great Kiel canal at Boltenau. 

The Iutranaigeant asserts that the French 
government is aboub to reopen the question 
of the Panama canal soandal, r- jd that ib 
will proaeoute a prominent member of par- 
liament in connection with it. 

Fire damp caused an explosion ab the 
Winning oolllory, ab Blackwell, near Al- 
freton, Derbyshire. Several'peraons aro re- 
portod to have been killed. 

Mustapha Febmy Paaha has been appoint- 
ed primo miniater of Egypt, to 6uccoed 
Nubar Pasha, who resigned on acoount of 
ill-health. He will continue a policy look- 
ing towarda amity with England. 

In the Austrian reiohsrath bo-day, after a 
speech by Uhovalior de Pitlnskl, micister of 
finance, who deolared the bourBe to be in a 
sound condition, tho proposition from some 
of tho members that tho government aBsisb 
bhe bourse, , waa rejected, a motion asking 
the government to inquire into the report 
upon tho causes of the panic of last Satur- 
day, however, oarrying. 

To-day tho conditions of the British 
money market were better from start to 
finish on Lord Salisbury's reassuring speech. 
The gonoral outlook favors the opinion thab 
while the worst may have been seen tho 
futuro is uncertain, and perhaps dull 
markets will continue for a while. Tho 
acoountB of a firm Interested in 80,000 aharoe, 
of whioh 30,000 are chartered, are now be- 
ing closed. Many others, mostly small, ib 
is feared will succumb. 

Lord Salisbury's apoeoh has had a gool 
effect on tho money markets of Paris and 
Vienna. 

Tho Imporial bank of Germany to-day 
raised its discount rate to 4 per cent. , and 
ita rate of interest on advancea to 4h per 
cent. 

Lo Tomps, referring to tho finanolal 
aituation in Franco, aaya : " Whatovor form 
bhe inbervention of Baron do Rothsohild 
and other bankora may take, ib will nob aim 
ab raising prices, Such a result would 
assist foreign bourses on the Parla market- to 
tho dot rimont of bhe latter.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Letter From Sir C. II. Tapper Explaining the 
lasties-Tlie Protestant Minority 
In Quebec. 

In anBwer to a 'etter from a Nova Saotia 
frlond on the Manitoba aohool question, Sir 
C. H. Tupper writea aB follows : 

Thanks for your very frank letter of the 
10th. I am worried beyond measure that 
you and I oannot agree in all things 
politloal at least. Ia overy way I want 
your supnort — not for tho more political 
result alone, but aB a valued friond it is in 
ovnry way deairable to me. 

You say we oannot oarry remedial legisla 
tlon in this parliament. Of course, on a 
question of principle I cannot help It If that 
bo bo, yot I will venture tho propheoy that, 
should the question como to the foderal 
house, wo will oarry it by a majority of both 
parties. 

I am, aa you are aware, a Protestant, bub 

I ooufess to you I havonot your stroDg aver 
alon to Roman Catholics. 

I have known ao many good and true mon 
who wero Catholica that in some suoh way 
perhaps it is that I havo boon led to believe 
that much of the prejudioe against them aa 
a body ia duo more to tho age or oouutry In 
whioh what we believe to be oxceBsea of 
miadeeda on the part of this churoh oocurred 
than to other considerations. 

In this part of Canada whoro I now am, 
history does not record more noble works 
than havo bee> dono by Catholic priests 
In the Northwest I am sure you would en 
joy, as I have, tho narrative of thoir trials 
and Buccesaea. Father Lacombo haa labored 
for -to years in tho Territories among tho In 
dians. His life was given to God. Our own 
l'roteatant clergymen tell of hia splendid 
aharaotor. Father Dawson, who lately died 
here, was lovod by all who knew him, and 
hia last public appearanoo waa at a eacrod 
mooting on u platform with Rov. Mr. Her- 
ridge, of St. Andrew'a churoh. 

AS TO SEPARATE SCHOOLS. 

In our own provinco Catholics praotically 
enjoy separate aohools. Would you really 
havo it otherwise today 1 Doob Nova Scotia 
ask thia ? 

Recollect, too, that Catholics form over 

II per cent, of the Canadian population. In 
Ontario, a province which la proud, and 
rightfully proud of its schools, the Catholics 
were given long ago the soparato system. 
Sir John Macdonald and Mr. Maokonzio op- 
posed this, but for peace sake finally 
accepted it, and they never uttered a regret. 

In Quebec the Protestant minority havo 
separate aohools. Are you prepared to ad- 
vocate the abolition of this system in Catho- 
lic Quebec? If not, ia it altogether fair for 
you i>nd mo to denounce an agroomont which 
made the system possible in Manitoba whan 
tho minority waa Protestant ? 

Under the above circumstances, whether 
wo approvo or disapprove the ayBtem, oan 
wo deny that lb has been praotlejlly adopt- 
ed over Canada and that It haB on tho wholo 
worked for peace and good-will ? 

Does It evon " build up popery" as you 
fear? Oao journal, tho Montreal Witness, 
haa urged that the Roman Catholic system 
of teaching has Injured Catholica in their 
buslnoss training, and by cramming thoolegy 
Into tho heads of the pupils, loss of praotioal 
and usoful knowledgo has been tho result, 
without corresponding religious gain. 

You know in England there la much dis- 
cussion respecting the assistance by Imperial 
funds of voluntary schools (denominational 
aohools) and board BOhoolB — the prononb gov- 
ernment IssuppoBod to favor more generoua 
support than la now given to denomination- 
al or voluntary sohoola, in return for greator 
control and lnapeotion by the oduoatlon de- 
partment. 

In tho ayatom of free Bohoola wo may olaim 
to be in advance of tho mother country In 
many things. Lot us not be behind our fel- 
low Protestants there In toleration. 

Sir C. H. Tupper then quotes opinions 
expressed by Lord Salisbury and Mr. Bal- 
four in favor of denominational education 
and givoa oxtraota from tho deciaion of the 
Jndioial committee of the Privy Council aa 
to the position of the Roman Catholio min- 
ority in Manitoba. He proceeda : 

This 1b tho language not only of our high- 
est judicial tribunal bub the language of 
Proteatant judgOB. 

The Lord Chanoellor t you know, ia keeper 
of the Quoon'a conscience, and It is by law 
required to bo Protestant. 

Now, Manitobadoea not pretend to abolish 
religion from the aohools — but Inalsts on a 
form of religion being adopted whioh, while 
acceptable to ProtestantB, is objeotod to by 
Catholics. 

Vou refer to 

THE JESUITS ESTATES' ACT, 
but I nsauro you lb Is not in any sense appli- 
cable to this case. Shortly put, it may be 
said that under the law of the land the Par- 
liament of Quebeo had the exclusive right 
to deal with that proporty. The federal par- 
liament had thus no jurisdiction, while 
under tho law of the land in the caBe of tho 
achoole, tho federal parliament haa tho right 
and tho duty to interfere. 

This brlngB me to an Important 6sntonca 
in your letter. You Bay : " Should tho Quo- 
beo Protestants demand Boparato tc.iools 
while they had public Bohoola or equal 
rlghta." You apparontly, like others with 
with whom I have discuBeod tho .question, 
aro under tho improssion that in Quebec tho 
schools aro secular and not denominational. 
Tho revereo Is the case, and lb is both Inter- 
esting and Important to study tho history of 
this question. 

Before Confederation, Boparato ecboola 
wore not established in Quoboc. Tho Pro- 
toatanta feared they would bo left ab tho 
ajprico of tho Catholic majority If educa- 
tion wore oxcluaively for the looal legisla- 
ture ; henoo tho agitation whoroby that 
clause (similar to tho ono in this Manitoba 
act in 1870) waa framed, giving an appeal 
to the Govornor-Goneral to the minority 
when tho aoparato aohool aystom was eatab- 
liahed. Cartier pledged himself to socuro it 
In Quobeo. Ho served, I think, two years 
In tho Quebec house to redeem hia plodge, 
and that aooompllshod, as It was, the Pro- 
testants in Quebec atand upon tho safe- 
guard to which the minority in Manitoba 
now appeals. 

Sir C. H. Tupper quotes oxtonsivoly from 
tho newspapers of tho provinoo of Quobeo 
in 1866 In support of his view of tho facta, 
whioh are sufficiently familiar to peoplo ro- 
Blding in that provinco.

No ono 
was injured by a prisoner being allowed to 
re-elect. ; on tho other hand it wa fl a benefit 
all round.

The Court read the three charges against

WOMEN'S NATIONAL COUNCIL. 

To the Editoii : — Not many years have 
passed — the Salvation Army lads and lasses 
ould toll how many — since the organiza- 
tion of whioh thoy, and so many others, are 
proud to say that it hat proved to be of Gcd, 
was started. At that time I was working 
in the West of Iroland and saw nothing, 
though I heard muoh, of tho now agenoy. 
Ono thing, however, struck mo very forci- 
bly, and made me think. It was that 
some amoagat our oivn olorgy — even tho 
biahopa — Boomed in hasto to bid ib God- 
speed, while others spoke adevrsely und, as 
I thought, harshly, 

Muoh correspondence appeared in the 
newspapors ; and ono day i contributed a 
very Bhort letter, quoting the emnBol of 
Gamaliel, Aots v, 38 39 : "Refrain from 
those men and let thorn alone." 

I am strongly reminded of the 
ciroumBtanco by what I have read 
and seen lately of tho starting 
of tho Womon's National Council, 
or rather of tho local branoh ao ably initiated 
in Victoria by Her Excellency the Counteea 
of Aberdeen. 

With tho change rondorod necessary by 
sex I should — wore it possible — use again 
the aamo sound maxim. But it is imposal 
ble, and for tho following reaBon : This 
organization of women, whereby are sought 
to be grouped into one all oharitable and 
humanitarian sooietles of women in Canada, 
has adopted a b»als so wide as to render lb a 
question anxiously debated, whether in their 
meetings there can be allowed, evon the 
BmalleBt recognition of God " from whom all 
goodness flows." 

In thia grave question it appears a com. 

Eromise has been reaohod which devoteB the 
rat few minutes of a meeting (In Victoria 
ab least) to eilenco, which may or may nob 
be devotod to prayer, the ground thus taken 
being purely negative, not even Delatlo. 

Ab to the objeots sought to be attainod, 
they are — as might bo expected — many and 
excellent. All charitable and humanitarian 
causes in all churches and socloties ! Truly 
a far reaohing Echome, commanding an all 
embracing executive ! 

And the women uf Canada aro to Bee to it 
that all this work, social purity, Sabbath ob- 
eervaLCj, manual oduoation, tho Tren«ury of 
God, etc , etc, ia either done by men, or 
failing that, by themselves. 

With what result? With thiB — it I know 
aught of human nature — that men will, if 
only by reason of sox, give place to the 
female and tho balance of action, though nob 
of power, be thus transferred. 

With what result ? Who can fail to see ? 
Thia action on the part of the women of Can- 
ada is eminently characteristic of the period 
through which wo aro passing. 

But la behooves our loaders to consider 
well what they do to encourage eo largo a 
faotor for good or evil.

SA LISB OR Y'S UL TIM A T UMS. 

Lord Salisbury has not been very long in 
office, yet ho has found it necessary to as- 
sume a decided and oven a poremptory tone 
in his dealings with several nations. British 
subjects r. tiding in China Buffered outrage 
at the hands of Chinese moba. Lives were 
lost, wounda inflloted and property de- 
stroyed. The Chineso Government was 
asked to punish the offenders and to indem- 
nify thoso who had Buffered loss. That 
Government did not aot promptly. It sig- 
nified ite willingness to pay in money for 
injuries indicted on British subjects but it 
showed no disposition to punUh the mur- 
derers and rioters or the officials who per- 
mitted tho outrages to be committod. 
Lord Saliabury gavo tho Chinese 
Government time to do what it should do 
in the matter, and seeing that ib took no 
efficient measures to convinco tho guilty of 
tho magnitude of their offence and of the 
danger of killing and ill-treating British sub- 
jocia. residing in tho country, ho took steps 
tn convince tho Chinese authorities that 
he was in earnest. His measures were 
such as the Celestials could understand and 
appreciate. They were, theroforo, effectual. 
The Governor of the Province in whioh th« 
outrages were committed was degraded and 
tha rioters and murderers wore punished. 

The King of Ashanti, besides being a bad 
neighbor to tho British settlements on the 
Gold Coast, allowed barbarous rites, which 
are a disgrace to humanity, to be practised 
in his dominions. Finding remonstrance 
vain Lord Salisbury caused an ultimatum to 
be sent to him, which if he rejeots will be 
followed by a display of physical force whioh 
cannot fail to bring the savage potentate to 
his senses A little war in Ashanti within 
the next twelve months is on the carda. 

A great deal has been heard about the 
boundary line dispute between Great Britain 
and Venezuela. The matter 1b really noth- 
ing like as important as some of our Ameri- 
can neighbors tried to make out. Somo of 
them saw that abuse of Great Britain would 
bo in order while tha election was Roing on, 
no the Venezuelan disputo wii.e made the text 
of a large number of violont wrtioles calcula- 
ted to tickle tho ears of tho Anti-British 
American voters. Tho oloctlons aro over 
now, and tho American nownpaper readers 
will not, for a timo at any rate, hoar much 
more about British bullying and British 
greod. 

Tho Venezuelans, however, triod to aggra- 
vate thoir disagreement with Groat Britain 
by seizing British policemen doing duty in 
British Guiana. This waB an outrage that 
tho British Government could not permit to 
paaB unnoticed. Lord Salisbury's doapatch 
to tho Venezuelan Government on tho sub- 
ject, it is said, was couched in terms that 
were both strong and plain. This ultimatum 
had nothing to do with tho boundary dis- 
pute. It dealt sololy with the offonco of 
seizing on British torrltory British officers 
of tho law and imprisoning thorn in Vene- 
zuela. The Venezuelan Government re- 
leased tho prisoners and had thorn con 
voyed to British torritory. But this was 
not doomed a sufficient reparation for tho 
offence that had been oommltted. It is 
more than likely that the Venezuelans will 
boo it to their interest to comply with Lord 
Salisbury's torms, and peace will be re- 
scored, at any rate for a time, on the 
wostorn frontier of British Guiana. 

Ib is quite possible that it will bo the Brit- 
ish Premier's duty before very long to write 
a fourth ultimatum. Tho Sultan's polioy 
with roBpoct to tho Armonlans appoars to be 
very dilatory, or ho is unablo to carry out 
what ho deolaros to be his polioy in that not 
very distant provlnoo. It Is said that tho 
Armenians aro thomaolvea ot fault; that 
they aro making dlBturbancoB In their own 
oountry for tho purpoBo of exciting tho sym- 
pathies of the poople of Europe and America. 
But if tho Sultan Is nob able to restore peaao 
in that Provlnoo it may happen that the 
powers of England, France and Russia may 



make up their minds to do it for him. This 
will bo a very sorious matter, but ib Is evi- 
dent that the tendency of eventB Ib in that 
direction. Tho next ultimatum whioh tho 
Sultan gats will vory likoly bo a most im- 
portant one, and may virtually docroo his 
banishment from Europe. 



NEWFOUNDLAND SMUGGLING. 

Smuggling seems to bo a regular, though 
not a legitimate, business in Newfoundland. 
The vicinity of tho French island of St. Pierro 
affords tho smugglers groat facilities. Tho 
gooda smuggled are ohlefly|liquora, tea, sugar 
and tobacco, The duty on rum is $2 a gallon 
The dealers in Sb. John's and elsowhore oan 
buy smuggled rum for §2.50 a gallon; the 
price In Sb. Piorro Ib §1.25. Consiquently 
tho legitimate trader has no ahance aa 
against the amug&Ior. The Cuitoms Houeo 
officers even In Sb. John s are not by any 
means vigilant. Small craft carry tho rum 
In small oaaka from Sb. Pierro, land tho 
liquor with hardly a pretonse of conceal- 
mont in open day at the wharvos, 
and then ore off again for another cargo 
which Is run In generally Bucceaafully. At 
the outposts tho illicit trade goea on briBkly. 
This ia tho modus operandi as described by 
the very able St John's correspondent of 
the Montreal Gazette : 

Tea, sugar and tobacco are taken out of 
bond In Halifax and shipped to St. Piorro, 
where thore Ib almost no duty. An agent 
rocoivos thorn there and tranships to various 
points along tho Newfoundland coast. Thla 
trade ia found to have numerous ramifica- 
tions. The profits must bo immonBO as tho 
duty horo on sugar is nearly 100 por cent ; 
on tea five oonta per pound 
and thirby por cent ad valorem ; 
and on tobaooo manufactured 5 per cant, ad 
valorem and ,'!() cents per pound, oigara §0 
por thousand and 20 por cont. ad valorem. 
It will thua bo seen thab the tomptation to 
amugglo is vory grout, A vessel cun run in- 
to Sb. Pierre, load with rum, gin, sugar or tea 
and in a few hours Bhe roaches a port in New- 
foundland. From Halifax tho diBtanoo Ib 
greator via St. Piorro, but nob moro than 
throo or four days. There is nothing sur- 
prising thoro to find amuggling carried on 
with snoh facilities aa Sb. Pierre offers. 

It Is calculated thab tbo revonuo of the 
colony ia defrauded by the smugglers oub of 
from §100,000 to §150,000 a yoar. We 
would not bo surprised if, tho Boorets of tho 
trado wero mada known, the loss to the re- 
venue would bo found groatly to exceed these 
figures. 

Notwithstanding tho smuggling and the 
very hard timea that Newfoundland haa Been 
and suffered from, the revenue keeps well 
up to tho figures of former years. TlmoB 
are gottlng bettor in Newfoundland. " Ten 
months ago," says the Gazette's correspond- 
ent, " wo were in the slough of deapond. 
BubIoobb was arrested ; we had no currency; 
importations ceased ; tho shopa and stores 
wore deserted ; induatries of all kinds col- 
lapsed ; thousands wero idle and on the 
brink of starvation. To-day business is 
brisk ; threo bunks of high reputation are 
established j the shops and stores presont 
their former buBy aspect j importations have 
almoBt readied thoir former dlmenaiona, and 
tho rovenue is bub little bolow ita former 
ovel." 

It ia cheering to see that tho "Old Col- 
ony " has got do well out of its troubles. In 
its day of distress and dlsaator the faint- 
hearted among its Inhabitants declared that 
tho colony was ruined, that it would never 
gob over tho shock ib had suffered or oub of 
the troubles into whioh it waa Immersed. 
Bub the ovenb k*a proved that they wore 
falBO prophets and that ii was the cour- 
ageous and tho hopeful who took tho right 
view of the situation. It was the croakers 
who In the Newfoundland and in almo«t 
every other erlBis who were mistaken. 



BLINDED BY HATE. 

Anti-British Americans are continually 
saying foolish and stupid things about Groat 
Britain, Ita poople and its government, but 
the stupideat and the moBt foolish of those 
utterances thab we have soon for a long time 
is containod in the loading article of the 
Portland Oregonlan of tho 9ch Inst. That 
artlolo Ib headod "Unappeasable War" — 
whatovor that may moan. In thla article the 
British aro described as being tho " natural 
onemies of popular rights." "In no coun- 
try," says tho Orogonian, " whoro tho people 
ore anything, or expect to bo anything, 
Ib thero tho necessity of a formal 
declaration of war against Great Britain. 
The war Is always flagrant, knows no truco, 
is unappeasable, inhoros in tho vory nature 
of things and will go on until this arrogaut 
roprosentativo of oligarchy and foudaliam 
shall be deprived of tho power of troubling 
tho world further." All this of a nation 
which huR the honor and tho oxtromo folleitv 
of having given to tho world tho model re- 
public of this age and of all ageB. Tho 
United Statoe of Amorlca In oseontlally 
British. Tho bulk of its people are olther 
native Britons or of British descent. They 
speak tho British languago and all thab Is 
most valuable in thoir laws and institutions 
has been borrowod from Groat Britain. 

If tho Orecronlan wore nob blinded by na- 
tional prejudice ib would see that in every 
country whoro the people aro anything or 
oxpocb to bo anything, tho upholders of free 
institutions aro undor the deopoat obligation 
to tho pooplo of England, for it was the peo- 
ple of thab little country who won freodom 
and established froo institutions, nob only 
for thomselvoH but for tho peoples of othor 
countries and of ages far in bhe future. Our 
contemporary would, if It had eyoa to boo, 
bo ready to aoknowlodgo that England's 
doopost debtor in this respeob is tho United 
States of Amerloa. 

Great Britain tho onouy of popular 
rights ! In what country of the world aro 
popular rights bo freely oxoroisod and so 
fully enjoyod as In Groat Britain and thoao 
countries whioh are proud of owing 
alloglanco to Groab Britain ? Whore in 
the wldo world are liberty of the press, 
liberty of speech, freodom of conscience, 
enjoyod in the eamo degree and to the same 
extent as thoy aro In Great Britain and her 



great dependencies? Nob In tho United 
States certainly. In what country do the 
peoplo exercise so direct and bo powerful an 
influence over the Government aa do the 
pooplo of Great Britain - ; In the United 
States, whore tho people boast that thoy aro 
sovereign, it Is possible for a few men repre- 
senting nobody and romarkablo for nothing 
bub their greed and their obstinacy, to 
nullify the uation of tho rcpresontativeo of 
tho peoplo. And there are times when tho 
groat majority of tho pooplo aro forced to 
wttib for years boforo they oan oarry oub 
their wishes constitutionally exprosBed. This 
la nob tho oaao in Great Britain. Tho people 
of bhat oountry — thab mother of free nations 
— can, if they earnestly deaire a ohango in 
publio polioy, in a vory short time create a 
Government which will oarry out their 
wishes. They aro not forced to wait until 
a Presidential term expires or until Parlia- 
ment dissolves by tho tfflax of timo. They 
oan have what thoy want Immediately. 

Great Britain has hor enemies, ib is true, 
but a little inquiry will show that tho cause 
of tho ill-will of the whole of them is envy. 
Thoy hato her because Bhe Ia auocessful, be- 
oauao aho Ib rich and booauso she Is power- 
ful. She has done, and done woll, what 
many of them havo triod to do and failed 
Thoy havo attomptod to oompeto with her 
in trade and in aoloni/.itlon and she haa 
beaten ihpm out of sight. Ib may bo thab 
aomo of them would like to get from her 
by foul means what they havo nob been ob'.o 
to acquiro by fair. But alio haB provod bo 
foro now that eho haB boon ablo to hold hor 
o.vn, and thoro ia every indication that she 
is as able to take hor own part now as she 
has b.-on in any previous part cf her history, 

THE BELFAST STRIKE. 

Tho Btriko of tho shipbuilders in Belfast 
and on the Clyde is likoly to prove calamit 
ous to all concerned. Thla is what Harold 
Frederic aaya of ib in ilia London lottcr of 
the 2nd instant : 

It would nob bo easy to exaggorato tho 
calamitous nature of tho Bhupe that tho 
shipbuilding crlela has now assumed. Con- 
tinental politics, ospeoially when they aro 
boiling aa at present, have suoh a fascina- 
tion for the British press and the reading 
public thab up to now small attention haa 
been given to this really serious domestic 
matter. Next week, however, lb will bo 
certain of its full sharo of notice, for, with 
tho lock-out ordered on tho Clydo for Tues- 
day, tho most important industrial fi^ht 
bhat tho British have known will bo In full 
blaBt. In the number of mon involved tho 
deadlook will nob oomparo, of course, with 
many others of recent timea, but in value 
bo the nation, of interests involved, and in 
the danger of irrevocable damage to the 
country it haa no parallel. Tho great 
buildera of the Clyde and of Bel- 
fast say that they are forced to stand to 
gothor, becauBO if one began to cut the 
other in wages or other matters ib would 
be impossible for olther to maintain hlmsolf 
against foreign competition ; hence an agree- 
ment of masters undor which tho Clydo firniB 
now shut out their mon becunao tho Belfaat 
men aro on strike. It ia auapeotod that 
threo Clydo firma which gob the Admiralty 
oontraotB will withdraw from the associa- 
tion and keep their yards open, but, even if 
they do, this will affect the situation only 
slightly. • • Tboexporienca of London Bhows 
that shipbuilding la tho most difficult of in- 
dustries to get back, once it ia disestablish- 
ed, and tho possibility that thoonormouB busi- 
ness of tho Clydo and Bolfast, incomparably 
the greatOBt in tho world, iB to bo ruined 
and diaperaod may well frighten the wholo 
nation. As was obvious it would happen, 
the English Toriet are beginning to write to 
the papers, pointing out bitterly that'ib was 
for tho sake of these Belfast strikers that 
the Unionist Party waged a ten years' war 
against homo rule, whioh they now repay by 
doing the beeb thab they oan to destroy Irre- 
trievably the greatest and moat vital of 
British Industries. Efforts at mediation aro 
still proceeding in Belfast, but both aide: 
display the eharac ;oristio Ulster mulishnoas, 
which glvea small scope to tho peacemakers. 

A " boautiful lino " of " silver plated 
waro," oomprlaing tho very newest designs.

Mr. J. R. Anderaon British Colum. 
bia'a Djputy Minister of Agricul- 
ture, who has juab returned from an 
official viait to Woat Kootenay, sayB that 
although that district ia not an agricultural 
centre, yeb at the mouth of the Kootenay 
rivor thoro are 45,000 acrea of delta land ad- 
mirably suited for agriculture. The Re. 
clamatlon company have a part of thia now 
dyked and some of it under cultivation. In 
Eaat Kootenay there ia a fine seobion of ogrl 
oultural land from Golden to Fort Steele, 
and ab Fort Steele, especially at Eugene 
MiBBionand Cranbrooke, the land is excep- 
tionally fine. As soon as the Crow's Neat 
railway branoh ia built Ek8t Kootenay will 
be ablo to supply agricultural produce to 
Weab Kootenay. 

The North Star mine in E iat Kotonay haB 
boen shipping ore for some time past and 
thore aro 700 tons now on tho dump. Dan 
Mann, the ownor, expects to ship 5,000 tons 
during tho next year. Thero are 26 claims 
in the group, the ore avoruging 45 ounces in 
silver and 68 per cent. load. The Sb. 
Eugene mine, whioh averagoB 60 ounoos in 
ailvor and 70 per cent, load, haa juBb boon 
sold to some Calgary people. Mining Is 
lively on the Wild Horae creek noar Fort 
Steele, the quartz running SI ouncoe in 
ailvor and $5 in gold. 

Mr. Anderson whilo in the neighborhood 
paid a viait to Spokano and attonned a fruit 
fair thero of which he apeaka highly. The 
fruit grown in that distriob in Washington 
ahowa what oan bo done on thia aide of the 
lino, in West Kootenay. In Okanngan, 
Oaoyooa and Similknmeen tho cropa are very 
fair thia year. At Keromoos peach growing 
haa dono well and grape vineyards are boing 
abarted. 

Ab Colonna, Collins and Holman havo four 
acres of tobacco growing, and Mr. Anderson 
was shown splendid apeaimena of Havana, 
Virginian and Connootioub tobacco that had 
beon raised thiB year. Tho big drying 
house, 100 feeb long and 30 foot wide, is full 
of thla yoar s crop, and some samples of laBt 
year's curing wero brought down by Mr. 
Aodoraon and will be toated at Kurtz' tobac- 
co factory hero. Experta speak very highly 
of the tobacco grown by Moaara. Collina and 
Holman, and the re8ult is that tobacco 
growing ia likely to bo extensively followed 
in that part of the province, if 
the trial provea a bucopbb. At Trout 
lake, on the woBb aide of Okanagan lake, 
and in other plaoes very fino fruit is grown. 

Thore are likely to bo favorable ratea for 
Okanogan farmers an thab they can ehlp 
their produoa profitably into tho Kootenay 
oountry, and already tho farmers havo built 
a Btora house ab Three Forks in whioh bo 
keep a supply on hand. If bhe Fire Volloy 
road were extended bhirty milea moro ib 
would give the district an outlet on Arrow 
lake for shipping.

THE WHITE HOUSE. 
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SEIZED SEALERS. 

The Case of the Schooner " E. B 
Marvin" Opens Before Chief 
Justice Davie. 

A Difference of Opinion Over the Al 
leged Bnllet Hole in tlie 
Sealskin. 



Tho Admiralty court was filled yesterday 
by sealing men to hoar the case brought 
against the Bohooner E. B. Marvin, which 
had boon eelzod for allogod infraction of the 
Behrlng sea act. 

Chief Justice Davie, local judgo in Ad- 
miralty, presided. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley in opentog for tho orown 
read tho statement of olaim, whioh sot forth 
that tho E. B. Marvin, Captain W. D, 
Byers master, was seized by Captain 
Hooper, of the U.S. cutter Rush, on Septem- 
ber 2 in Bohring sea, in lat. 5G° 25' N. and 
long. 172° 59' W. Tho vessel had on board 
when soi/.od 3S6 soal skins, " including tho 
skin of one fur seal whioh had been killed in 
Behrlng soa by tho use of fire arms by some 
person in Buoh ship " The Marvin was 
then Boi/.od, Bent to Dutch Harbor neur 
OunalaBka, and thoro handed over to Com- 
mander Garforth, commanding H. M. S. 
Pheasant, and waa then ordered to Vic- 
toria. Tho charge waa that the Marvin had 
used firearms to kill Beats contrary to the 
Behrlng Boa aot. Tho manifest of the ous 
toms officer at AUu on July 29 showorl that 
there wore then on tho Marvin 1,152 filled 
brass shollB, 903 empty brass shells and 138 
empty paper shells, in all 2,193. 

Lieut. F. S. Van Boskerck, U.S.N., first 
lieutenant of the Rush, tostifiod that on 
September 2 ho had boarded the 
Marvin In Behrlng flea and had 
examined the skins on board, 
One of these skins had, in his opinion, been 
shot. He had countid the ammunition and 
found 1,081 loaded braBa sheila, 734 empty 
brasB shells, 41 loaded paper shells and 170 
empty paper sheila, in all 2,093, ehowlng a 
discrepancy between the manifest and the 
actual number found. He made the count 
very oarefully and was assisted by Lieut. 
Ballinger of the Rush. The voaael waa 
then soizad. The mate had stated that If he 
hadseon the Bkin the veBsol nover would have 
been seized. Thogunaon the Marvin were 
nob plugged, as is usual on sealing vessels, 
to keop the barrels from rusting. Be noticed 
on the breech of one what looked like 
powder marks. The Bkin which waa the 
cause of tho veaBol's seizure was here pro- 
duced in court, and, after examining it, tho 
witness pointed out a hole. He had found 
336 skins on board and did not know how 
the apparent discrepancy oocurrod between 
that number and what was mentioned in the 
statement of olaim. His reaBon for stating 
that the hole wbb made by a shot was from 
its gonoral appearanoo. On tho blubber side 
he noticed a discoloration by coagulatod 
blood ; the fur also was burned around tho 
hole and the fur was oarriod through the hole 
towardB the blubber side. The hole w&b 
perfectly round ; a buokehot juat fitted it 
and the whole appoarance waa that of a ruu 
shot wound. To the best of his knowledge 
the hole could not have been made by any- 
thing but a shot. 

Llout. Billinger, Becond lieutenant of tho 
Rush, corroborated the evidence of the 
previous witneas as to the count of the am- 
munition and also expressed his bellof that 
the hole in the skin could not have been 
made by a spear. 

Theodore Lubbe was then brought hb an 
export in furs to examine the skin. With a 
magnifying glass ho went ovor tho skin and 
pointed out a hole in the flank of the 
skin as a shot wound (nob the 
same hole as Lieut. Van Boskerck 
add pointed out), He thought the wound 
had been from a scattering shot, but could 
nob say if ib had killed the' Boal, though it 
was in a vital spot. The seal might have 
been speared, he admitted, about the head 
or eyo, bub that part of the skin waB miss- 
ing. 

Commandor Garforth, of H.M.S. Pheas- 
ant, stated that the Marvin had been de- 
livered ovor to him at Dutch Harbor, on 
September 9. Next day he had counted 
the ammunition and found 1,104 filled brass 
sheila ; 7-42 empty braBa ahells ; 43 filled 
paper ahells and 305 empty papor shells 
— 2,194 in all, or 105 more than found by 
the Rush and one more than tho manifest 
called for. 

ThiB oloaed the case for the orown. 

Mr. H, Dallas Helmoken, who appeared 
for tho defence, aBked for a non-euit. Mr. 
Lubbe and Lieut. Van Boskerck had differ- 
ed as to which was tho shot hole, and oven 
supposing there waB a shot hole there waB 
nothing to show that it had not been an old 
wound, and that tho Marvin hunters had not 
killed tho Boal with a Bpoar. 

Tho Court could not give a non-suit; tho 
defence must show what was done with the 
shells that made the discrepancy botween 
the manifest and the count by the Rush's 
officers. 

(The oaso was adjournod till this morning 

In tho Shelby case, judgmonb not boing 
yeb given, Mr. Helmoken applied to be 
allowed to pub in tho evidence of a man 
named Linquiab, of whoso whoroaboutr bo 
only becamo awaro on Saturduy. 

Tho court agreed to hear tho man's evi- 
dence and the witness was called. 

Viotor Llnqul't sworo that he waB ono of 
the crew of tho Ciholby, and at 5 o'olook on 
April 30 set Ball for Victoria, having 
finished sealing. On May 11 tho Cor- 
wln Beizod tho Sholby and sho waa 
taken to Sitka where witness left 
the aealor and joined tho Corwin. Ho had 
boon hero on the Corwin during tho trial of 
tho Sholby, bub was not permitted to leave 
her till tho trial waB finished. Provioua to 
boing here ho had boon questioned in Soat- 
tie by Capt. Mungor,of tho Corwin, and tho 
U.S. Attornoy,as to tho Sholby's voyage. No 
hunting was dono at all after April 30. The 
Shelby Is a slow voaaol and aftor April 30 
tharo wcro light head winds. 

August Poppen, mate of tho Shelby, ro- 
called, Btatod that tho log waa in his hand- 
writing and waa kept by nautical timo. The 
entry, thorefore, of May 1 counted from 
noon of April 30. 

Tho courb then adjourned.

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KINDERGARTEN TRAINING. 

A Most Interesting and Profitable Debate on 
This Form of Primary Education. 

Mrs. Spcfford then continued tho debate 
upon the introduction of kindergarten train 
ing into the currioulum of the publio schools, 
dealt with in tho following deferred resolu- 
tion presented by the executive : 

" Whereas the sohool law does not allow 
children under the ago cf six to attend the 
publio schools of this province ; and where 
as it has been, and is being, proved in tho 
States and elsewhere that for children of 
such tender years the kindergarten system 
io both irorally and intellectually superior 
to any other eduoational method extant ; 
(Therefore bo it resolved, that the Council of 
Women of Victoria and Vanco«vor Island 
do petition tho government to forthwith 
amend the sohool law, making no restriction 
as to age, and to speodlly establish kindergar- 
tens in connection with the public schools of 
this city and the province of British Colum- 
bia." 

As seconder of the resolution, Mrs. Spot- 
ford had fortified herself with a vast array 
of statistics relative to the suooossof kinder- 
garten work In BoBton. She quoted Colonel 
Porker us authority for the Btatomont that 
Willie the teachorB of BoBton (than whom 
thi>re are no more progressive educationists 
in the world) for a while opposed the intro- 
duction of kindergartens, they had bton 
speodlly forood to realize thoir offiolenoy, 
and thero were now kindergartens In con- 
nection with all the primary sohools of that 
city. Tho Boston teachers, too, wore 
a unit in pronouncing the kindergarten an 
invaluable aid in tho imparting of primary 
education. While she had nothing against 
the eduoational system of British Columbia, 
a really excellent Bystem as all would admit, 
she thought it atill oapablo of improvement ; 
and when tho primory system was brought 
more in harmony with tho kindergarten 
theory, and suoh was inoiuded in tho public 
schools, ehe boliovcd that bettor and moro 
practical results would bo obtained. 

Mrs Jenkins, while heartily in favor of 
kindergarten training and believing it to bo 
the broadest, doepoat and best preparatory 
educational system, was not praparod to say 
thac there should be no limit as to ago. She 
therefore moved that tho words making no 
restriction as to age should be struck out. 

This was seconded by Mrs. Leiaer. 

As an amondment to the amendment, 
Mrs. William Angus moved that all words 
In the original resolution after " Kinder- 
garten " bo Btruok out, and that tho follow- 
ing be substituted : " HaB a moral and up- 
lifting tendonoy, and that we therefore 
direct the attention of those with a snpar- 
abundance of means to the deBirobillty of 
establishing a free klndorgarten in thiB 
city." 

While she had nothing but praise for the 
kindergarten system and entertained no 
objection to a froe publio kindergarten, Mra. 
Angus held that there were fortunately as 
yet no Blums and no alum children in Vic- 
toria, and that therefore the state would 
not be justified in undertaking at the 
present timo the heavy additional 
expenditure necessary to establish 
and carry on a system of 
free kindergarten. The atato was not a 
benevolent old gentleman with inexhausti- 
ble pockets, and this fact should not be lost 
sight of by anyone having at heart the true 
interests of the country. To provide kin- 
dergartens as proposed would not make 
those kindergartens froe ; thoy would bo on 
oxactly the same footing as the present 
schools, puid for by tho taxpayers but at a 
correspondingly increased expense. As or- 
ganizitions of women had been supposed in 
the past to represent a somewhat crude mass 
of impulse and enthusiasm, she pointed out 
that while enthusiasm was doubtless a good 
motive power, it should be carefully con- 
trolled by judgment. In tho present caso 
the members of the Women's Council should 
take especial care not to let their enthusiasm 
overreaoh their judgment. 

MrB. Renouf, in seconding tho amend- 
ment, directed attention to tho faot that 
San Francisco, a much larger and more 
wealthy oity than Viotoria, bad seen fit to 
leave kindergartens to her looal philanthro- 
pists, rather than undertake their operation 
as a portion on the public educational sys- 
tem. 

Mre, Day quoted numerous statistical re- 
portB relative to the growth of tho kinder- 
garten system, and to the thorough praothal 
nature of kindergarten training. It was im- 
possible, as well aa unnecessary, to make 
attendance at a free publio kindergarten 
oompnlaory. 

Miss Agnes Deans Cameron, in speaking 
against the motion, was glad of the oppor- 
tunity it afforded hor to oorroot a false im- 
pression left by hor remarks on Friday last. 
Shehad beenacoueodof beinganonemy ofpro- 
gresH — that ia of kindergartens. To this 
ehe would say that she had not boon on Fri- 
day and was not now diBOUBsing kindergar- 
tens per se, but waB speaking to the resolu- 
tion before tho meeting — a very different 
mattor. W hilo she was not] prepared toad- 
mit that kindorgartena aro summum bonum 
oi nil that is deBirable In primary education, 
she would most hoartily add hor testimony 
that much good had been done and is bjing 
done along that lino. But this 
was not tho question under dis- 
cussion. She took exception to tho 
motion on several grounds. First, Bho at- 
tacked the truth of «he statement in tho 
preamble, that " tho kindergarton is morally 
superior to any other oducational mothod 
extant." Doriving tho word morally from 
the Latin and giving Webitor's authority 
for its meaning, she contondod that noither 
in kindergartens nor klndorgartners did 
virtue iuhoro. Virtue, morals, othloe, true 
good, by whatever name oalljd, is apart 
from all Hystems, and can be impartod to ita 
diacipleo by no sohool of pedagogy, but 
silently, without ostentation, makes ita in- 
(laence felt whorover a true man, a truo 
woman, in an altruistic spirit, makes 
teaching a life work. Sooondly, sho 
pointed out tho manifest vagueness of the 
proposal in tho motion " That tho council 
do petition tho government to forthwith 
amend the school law, making no restriction 
as to age." Aa amended to-day, the motion 
was even more delightfully broad, for the 
government by the amendmont submitted 
wore asked to forthwith amend tho school 
act, bat were not told la what way to amend 
it. The wording betrayed Che 'prentico hand 
of one who had givon but eoant thought to 
matters eduoational. Miss Cameron asked 
the mover of tho resolution for a momont to 
oonsider whab would be tho result of tho 
granting of such petition — that Is if tho 
barriers of ago wore thrown down 
forthwith. Consider how much accommo- 
dation would bo required for all ohildron in 
Victoria between the ages of four and six- 
only (should tho mover boo fit to restriob It 
to these years). Taking the prosont num- 
ber of ohildron between tho ages of six and 
seven now aotually attending tho publio 
schools as a basis, there would bo about 
1,200 additional pupilB, requiring tho eroo- 
tion of threo now sohools as largo aa tho 
present graded buildings. Then for the 
army of little peopio there would bo re- 
quired a teaoher for every thirty at 
a salary of §50 por month, making 
an addition to the monthly pay roll 
of $2,000, or $24,000 per annum. 



Who waB to pay for this? The motion 
says the government. The government was 
the people of British Columbia. Well, then 
we ask tho people of the provlnco to support 
the sohools. Thero aro In operation to day 
one hundred and ninety rural schools in ad- 
dition to tho twenty-Bix graded schools in 
aities. Kindergartens could not bo placed 
in all rural districts ; tho idea was too ab- 
surd to combat. Ib thon comes to this— 
" We must place an additional per capita 
tax upon all adult males in the provinoe to 
support city kindergurtonn." If the prov- 
ince would not pay, tho city muat. That la, 
we would force people, whether they feci 
they can afford It or not, to oduoato their 
ohildron in kindergartens. Aa ib la now 
the rich, who favor that system of edu- 
cation, pay for lb and get it; 
those who can't afford it or don't wish it, 
do without. If those schoolB wero estab- 
lished and made a burden on the ratepayers, 
how then would the conditions be ohanged? 
Tho rfoh would cortainly have tho advan- 
tage, for they would got their ohildrm 
eduoatcd muoh cheaper than at present, and 
the poor people would pay tho difference. 
Miss Cameron went on to Bay that tho cry. 
Ing need to-day In tho province is a train- 
ing Bobool for teachers. Sho said that a 
humble beginning had been already made in 
thab direction, by plaoing pupil teaohors in 
the graded sohools, and that if tho schotl 
systom were to bo widened now, tho widen- 
ing Bhould be in tho direction of a normal 
sohool. 

Misa Matthows hold that " tho university 
training commences in tho kindergarton and 
thab threo yoarB' training is thereby Bavod at 
the other oud." If you prevent the crime in 
th,is generation, you savo the coat of dealing 
with lb in the next. 

MitaLuveon, though a firm believer In 
tho kindergarton syBtem, oonaidered its In- 
troduction into the publio Bchoola of British 
Columbia impracticable at tho pieaont time, 
unless it could bo advantageously incorpor- 
ated with the present primary course. She 
thought that the mattor of expense was one 
requiring very aerioua consideration, and 
she was hoartily in favor of Mra. Angus's 
amendmont to tho amendment. 

Mra. Bain diacusaod the resolution and 
the amendments from a mother's standpoint, 
urging the necessity of early and right moral 
training, and also that somo consideration 
ahould bo shown tho poor struggling mother. 
Surely ib would not bo too muoh for the Btato 
to do to relievo her of the care of hor little 
ones for but throe hours in the day. She 
pleaded, too, for tho mothers who cannot 
afford tho kindergartens for thoir children, 
and who, tired in mind and body, could not 
give the attention thoy desirod to the devel- 
opment of the minda of their llttlo ones. 

Mra. Betta apoko for the women broad- 
winners, in supporting the original rosolu 
tion. Sho thought that the loudest com- 
plaint ia regard to taxation came from the 
rich, who, having no ohildron of thoir own, 
objeoted to paying aDy portion of the ex- 
ponse of publio eduontirra. Sho did not 
think the increased cost of establishing free 
kindergartens would be at all commensurate 
with the importanco of tho good to be ob- 
tained. Any meaBure for the advancement 
of the moral welfare of the little tots had her 
hearty support and she hoped that during 
the twelvo months which must elapse before 
definite aotion could bo taken upon thiB sub- 
ject, all present would give lb their careful 
and moBt serious consideration. 

Mrs. A. W. Taylor referred with pleasure 
to the lessonB in rogard to tho efficiency of 
the kindergarten that she had learned while 
attending the National Council of Educa- 
tion in Toronto in 1802. Since that date 
the system had spread and grown and com- 
manded the favorable attention of all 
eduoational bodies, until at the present 
timo thero were free kindergartens attached 
to all of Toronto's publio schools, while at 
Ottawa a Bpooial Bohool had boen provided 
for tho training of kindergarten tcachors. 
The experience of Ontario, of England ond 
of Germany fully justified the confidence 
thus expressed in tho kindergarton for the 
production of good pupils and good oitizocs. 
As to tho expense, she held that the Stato 
owes just as muoh a duty to the child from 
four to six yoara of age as to the child from 
six to twolve. 

MrB. Soaifo in closing the debate also 
presented tho authority of numerous oduca- 
tional exports, inoluding Hon. Geo. W. 
Ross, Ontario's Minister of Eduoation, in 
support of the kindergarten system for tho 
young. She would not, sho aaid, have ad- 
vanced tho kindergarton in her resolution, 
had Bhe known of any other ayatem equally 
advantageous for the training of the young. 
She did Dob objeot to the amendment deal- 
ing with the ago limitation, and hor objeot 
in presenting this matter for tho considera- 
tion of the oducational authorities had been 
to give tho State the firab opportunity of 
moving In so good a matter and bo desirablo 
a dlrecb'on. In the ovenb of tho State bolog 
unwilling or unable to answer the oall upon 
it, tho appeal to tho wealthy people of the 
city to form a kindergarton association 
would be in order. 

Tho CountoBS of Abordeon notod that the 
debate had demonstrated the wlBdom of the 
decision arrived at nob to disposo of any of 
tho resolutions without thoir first being sub- 
mitted to tho affiliated sooiotieB according to 
the general rule. It would not, sho point- 
ed out, be proper, if possiblo, to pronounce 
upon so important a question without tho 
delegatos rocoivlng instructions from thoir 
several societies. Tho general opinion as 
expressed during the debate aoomed to bo 
in favor of the klndorgarten for tho edu- 
cation of tho young, but thero was a consid- 
erable diversity of opinion as to tho 
mothod of Its establishment — whother it 
Bhould bo taken up by tho State as a foaturo 
of tho public school eystom, or should bo 
provided by private enterprise or philan- 
thropy — aa oxpresflod by Mrs. Angus in hor 
resolution, " by those with a superabund- 
ance of means. " Sho hoped tho delegates 
would bring tho matter before thoir societies. 

Tho questions found In tho question box 
wore thon openod and answorod by Her 
Ladyship, and the mooting eamo to an end 
with the unanimous paBsago of a vote of 
thanks to the Countess for presiding, tho 
consideration of tho balance of tho agenda 
being deferred until tho next publio moot- 
ing. 

Lady Aberdeen in responding to this vote, 
expronaod tho pleaauro that it afforded both 
herself and the Governor-General to bo kept 
in touch with thoir frionda in Viotoria, 
with the good work being carriod on hero 
through the medium of tho Women's Coun- 
cil. Sho could not rofrain from taking this 
opportunity of again congratulating tho 
counall on the possession of bo ablo a 
president and ofiioorB. She hoped to have 
another opportunity of mooting Bomo of tho 
ladieB, aa alio purposed boing at homo noxt 
Friday afbornoon from 4 to G, aa a Bort of 
farewell reception for any frionda who might 
find It convenient to attond.

THEY WILL FIGHT. 

The Venezuelans Ready to Rush In Where 
Stronger Powers Fear to Tread, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. U —Excitement pre- 
valla in Venezuela, resulting from the Brit- 
ish demands. Tho Caracas papors to No- 
vember 1, Bay that tho prevailing sentiment 
is for Immediate war preparations, although 
conservative journals urge moderation. Tho 
British ultimatum had not boen rocoived up 
to the time of tho publication of the papers 
reoeivod. 

Minister Andrado iB about to publish a 
300 page pamphlet giving exhaustive infor- 
mation on the British Venezuelan boundary 
contention. Tho pamphlet will make itB 
appearance ubout the end of the present 
month, a day or two before congress meetB, 
and will obtain tho official correspondence 
on the subjeot, with maps and complete 
data. 

San Fkancisco, Nov. 11.— A Call spocial 
from Para, liro/.il, Bays : The governor 
has received peremptory orders from Rio do 
Janeiro nob to pormit any English forces to 
cross tho national torrimry, and if nocesaary 
repel them by force. Ho has boen advised 
that roinforcomonts oro coming. Soldiers 
have been sent towarda the missions to head 
off tho English already in tho country. 

TO EXPEL DUNRAVEN. 

1'roposal to Cancel Ills Honorary Member- 
ship lu tho New York Yacht 
Club. 

New York, Nov. 11.— There is talk 
among the mombers of tho N. Y. Yaoht 
Club of oxpolling Lord Dunraven from tho 
club, of which ho is an honorary mombor, 
Among thoBO who havo oxpreasod thom- 
aelvea in favor of oharges being preferred 
againBthim, If ho dooa nob immediately re- 
Bign, aro J. V. Bouviere, P. H. Halsted, Mr. 
Doromus, Mr. Clark, of Clark, Dodge & Co., 
(who waa a mombor of a former yacht eyndi- 
oato), and H. I. Nicholas Commodore 
Smith said that ho did not know whother 
Mr. Iaolin haa demanded that tho oup and 
regatta oommlbteoB of tho N. Y r . YaohbClub 
should, make an investigation of Lord Dun- 
ravon'a charge, bub ho had no doubo he 
would tako some action. 

Members of tho olub Bay It is not neceaaary 
to prefer ohargoa agalnat Lord Dunraven in 
order to expel him from hia honorary mom- 
berBhip. Undor tho bylawB ho can bo Bum- 
marily dlamlBBod under the following olause : 
" In caae of an ocourronoo injurious to the 
welfare of tho club, the name or names of 
any momber Implicated thoroin may bo re- 
moved from tho Hat of momborahip by a vote 
of a majority of tho yachtB roprosontod at 
any gonoral or special mooting." Ib in un- 
derstood that a mooting of tho Amoriaa'e 
cup committeo will ba held In a few dayB to 
consider Lord Dunraven'a ohargoa.

Tho first annual general mooting of tho 
Council of Women of Victoria and Vancou 
vor Island was brought to a oatisfaotory con 
elusion with an especially profitable all 
afternoon session yestorday, at wnich tho 
CountoBr of Abordoon presided, Thoro waa 
n largo attendance of delegates, in addition 
to whom Hio Excollonoy tho Govornor-Gen- 
oral, Colonel tho Hon. Jamoa Baker, 
tho Biahop of Columbia, several of tho 
resident clorgy, and many lauios woro pro- 
Bent aa interested visitors. Tho light bluo 
of the Women's Council was everywhere to be 
soon, and tho delegates from affiliated so- 
cieties, in diacuaaing tho varioua resolutions 
on tho afternoon's programme, ahowed 
theroaolvoB keen and capable debitors, 
roady to moeO fact with faob, argument 
with argumonb, and statistics with atatia- 
tlos ; and aho quick to realize and tako ad- 
vantage of any weak point in their op- 
ponotua' lino of attack or defence. 

Routine buBlnesa having been diBpoBod of, 
tho CounteaB, beforo taking up tho pro- 
gramme of the session, direoted the atten- 
tion of tho Council to a matter of procedure 
that had apparently been overlooked in tho 
making of preparations for thla annual 
mooting. The standing orders of the coun- 
cil required that a preliminary agenda Bet- 
ting forth all proposed resolutions, as woll 
as other items of buBincea abould be, submit- 
ted to each of the societies in affiliation; at 
loaat two months beforo the data of tho an- 
nual meeting ; this agenda having been dia- 
cuDsed by the affiliated sociotle8, Bhould by 
the rulea bo returned with suggest oob, 
to tho corresponding secretary of the council 
in time to allow of a final agenda being issu- 
ed befuro tho date of the meeting. This had 
not been done on the present occasion, from 
wanb of time, and in conacquonco action up- 
on any of tho resolutions proposed would bo 
technically unconatitutiona', aa the affiliated 
soaiotiea had not been able to discuss them 
or in itrtiot their delegates. ThoBO of the 
reaolutiona alroady conaiderod having had 
seb upon them the aeal of unanimoua ap- 
proval, the point did not so much iriao in 
connection with them ; aa Boveral < f tho re- 
solutions still to bo considered promised, 
however, to call for a division of opinion, It 
aeemod necessary for Her Lidyehlp to point 
out thab theBO resolutions could not legally 
bo put to bhu votr, not having boen submit- 
ted beforo th» Htuirjg of tho agenda to oaah 
of tho affilUi nd societies, io that each might 
havo opp r uuity of instructing its delegates 
how to ot and vote. TboomlBBion to com- 
ply wi li all the formalitios seb forth in 
tho mlea waa regrettable, bub it 
must not be forgotten that this 
waa the first annual meeting of tho 
council and tho membera had hanlly had 
tlmo aa yet to familiarize thomselvea with 
all tho working rulea and regulationB laid 
down by the National Council for their 
guidance. Under exlBting olrcumatancea it 
waa plain that tho attending delegates could 
only conaidor the resolutions placed beforo 
them in their capacity of individuals, not as 
representatives of the varioUB affiliated 
eooieties, and Her Ladyship suggested 
thereforo that tho papers and arguments 
prepared on tho several resolutions still 
atandlng for consideration bo hoard, but 
thab no action bo taken upon theeo resolu- 
tions. Her LidyBhlp also folb called upon 
to remind tho delegates and membera prea- 
ont af tho extreme Importance of their pro- 
ceeding very cartfully and in accordance 
with tho rulea laid down for their guidance. 
Tho deliborationa of tho council ab tbia 
thoir Arab annual mooting would bo watched 
with peculiar intoreab, ond for thia roason 
as woll aa in vlow of tho Interest of tho sub- 
jects treated it waB neceaaary to move with 

EDUCATION OF CHINESE 

MIbs IIowcb' Resolution Upon This Subject and 
the Shivery Question. 

The conaideration of tho remaining ro- 
solutirns upon tho agenda was then proceed- 
ed with, Miea Bowes, on behalf of the Wo 
man's Christian Tomporanoe Union, moving 
that, 

" Whoroaa Chinese ohildron are growing 
up in tho cities of British Columbia without 
Instruction, education or training, resolved 
that oduoatlon relative to tho Chineso and 
othor foreigners in British Columbia bo com 
pulaory ; and -"hereas slavery among ChineBi 
girls on Cam dion territory oxists, resolved 
thab if the law bearing on slavery be clear 
and definite, ib bo enforcod ; if nob, that lb 
ba so amended and enforctd thab no Chinese 
gir! or othor foreigner can bo hold as a Blave 
on BritiBh torrltory." 

Tho mover explained the ecopo and tonor 
of tho reaolution placed in hor hands, and 
pointed out that while bho Chinoao are 
poBslbly an undesirable elomenb of th 
community, the faob romalnB thab they aro 
hero, and while thoy moot all tho obligo- 



ItionB imposed upon them by the govirn-j 
ment and tho country they are entitled to I 

I some consideration. At tho present time a 
great proportion of the Chinese reeidiD'.a 
remain, aa do their ohildron, in absolute 
ignorance, rcceivii g no education of any 
kind. Is it right, Miss Bowes ii quired, 
that the State thould take no strp toward 
presenting to the ChincBo living amongst us 
the advantages of education J Was it not a 
disgrace that any portion of tho community 
under the British dig should grow up in 
abject Ignororca'.' As to tho second portion 
:£ M:e resolution, ib was o,n incontrovoit- 
able facb thab alavory was an actualiby 
amoDg tho Chineso of thla province and thab 
existing legialation waB insufficient to moot 
tho difficulty. 

The reaolution was seconded by Mies 
Shepherd, who briefly endorsed tho remarks 
of the previous epoaker, and waa immedi- 
ately challenged by an attending delegate 
with the following inquiry : 

" Thoro oan be no quosbion bub that our 
existing law sgalnat slavery ia ample and 
Bufiiciont : havo you nob only to bring your 
proofo to have the remedy applied !'' 

To thiB tho reply was that It was vory 
difficult to secure proofs among tho Chinoao, 
and that having brought tho mattor into 
court those who Interested thomeolvea in tho 
Chinese found many obstacles thrown in the 
way of securing a conviction. 

Mra. Gordon Grant hold that at tho pro- 
cent tlmo tho Chineao woro on tho aamo level 
in regard to educational advantages aa tho 
white children of our own country ; they 
both have schools of their own and aro freo 
to attond tho public sohoolB. Gould more be 
aakod for them ? In her oxporienco bho Chi- 
noso woro quick to tako advantago of edu- 
cational opportunities, and if thoy proferrod 
to havo their ohildron educabed in schools of 
their own was ib to bo wonderod at ? Would 
English apoaklng residents in China hail 
with aatiefaotion tho adoption of any legis- 
lation by tho Chinoao authoritioa to compel 
English children to bo eduoated in Chinese 
echoola or according to tho Chinoao atan- 
dard of education ? 

Colonel tho Hon. James Baker, provincial 
minister of education, felt qaito Buro that 
tho proposer, sccondor and supporters of tbia 
resolution were aotuatod by tho bosb of mo- 
tivoB. Ho folt bound to point out, however, 
thab noobataolo existed to Chineso children 
attending tho public sohools of tho province 
In tho samo manner as white children — In 
fact many wore so doing. If, however, it was 
attempted to make thoir attendance compul- 
sory ho would consider BUchleglBlationunjuBt, 
not only to tho Chinoso, bub to tho taxpay- 
ers of the country. The taot must nob be 
loab sight ot that tho Chinese are aliens — 
here to-day and possibly away to-morrow. 
Ho did not oonsidor that the resolution om- 
bodied a practical Bohemo, or one thab could 
be ndvantageouely oarrid out in BritiBh Col- 
umbia. 
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SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

A Difficult Subject Upon Which to Legislate 
With Satisfaction to All. 

Passing to tho noxt door of business, 

Her Ladyahip called upon MrB. Siddall to 
propoen tho roBolution Btanding in tho name 
of the Local Union of Christian Endeavor. 

Mrs. Siddall in bo doing explained that 
ahocamoaBtho representative of upwards 
of throe hundred young people aoting, not 
for themaolvos or for thoir families, but for 
bhe good order of tho oily of Victoria. The 
reaolution was aeccndod by Miea Jessie 
Cameron, and read as follows : 

" Whcroaa tho government of thla pro- 
vince in passing a law for the observance of 
tho Sabbath, t xoluded tho Island of Van- 
couver from tho working of Buch ; thereforo, 
wi would reapectfully ask thab tho Women's 
Council do uso thoir influence with tho 
membors of the provincial government In 
this oity and provinco, urgiDg thorn to have 
tho Island of Vancouver included undor 
the workinga of Baid aot as soon as possible 
with Bame oonlitiona as tho reat of tho pro- 
vince." 

Miss Bowea inquired whothor or nob the 
omiaeion of Vancouver Island from the 
operation of tho aot roforrod to, rosulted 
from an ovorsighb. 

Mrs. Siddall replied that only Victoria 
had beon omitted. 

Hon. Col. Baker, by requost, explained 
thab ib waB the old law of England with re- 
gard to Sabbath obaorvanoo thab hud yoarB 
ago been introduced in this provinco, and 
that there wore many who held that it should 
nob apply to Vancouver Island. Fow per- 
haps wereawareof thofaatthat by this law it 
waa enacted that every poor man 7nw/ go to 
church, whilo tho rich man waa exempted. 
ThiB waa but one feature of doubt- 
ful desirability. Sabbabh observance 
was under consideration every year by tho 
provincial parliament, butaB yotnono of the 
billB had been pasaod hero. No doubt tho 
question would bo again before the legisla- 
ture when i; was nexc summoned for tho dis- 
patch of business, and tho women's council, 
if they so deBirod, might formulate a bill 
embodying their views on tho quoBtion. Ho

JOHN TRY DSOWNED. 

His Three Boating Companions Have a Nar- 
row Escape From a Similar 
Death, 

On Sunday afternoon John Try lost hla 
life by the upsetting of a sail boat, near 
Brotcbio reef, and throo other people owo 
their lives to tho daring courage of two lads, 
Robert MoL?an aid William Liing, who 
gallantly went to thoir rescue. 

John Try, a Bailor who had last aeaaon 
beon a boat puller on tho so*ler Boroalia ; 
William and Austin Gill, lads 10 and l.'i 
yoars old respectively, and Aloxaudor Ha- 
gen, one of tho crow of tho Borealie, wont 
oub duck shooting in a aealing boat, Btarting 
from the cuter wharf about three o'cloak. 
The boab had a jib and maiuaail set and tho 
wind blow vory squally from the southweBt. 

According to William Gill, one of the 
Baved, tho boat was on the starboard tack 
and when near bhe San Pedro ib was 
doclded to put about. Try wont 
forward to attend to the jib aheet 
and Hagan waa steering. Inatead of coming 
up to tho wind to tack, sho was gibed ond 
the main sheet being in some way fast, the 
wind struck it fair on tho side and capsized 
the boat. Hagan, although dressed in 
hoavy clothing and wearing gum boots, 
managed to climb up ou the keel of tho boat 
and dragged tho little boy Austin Gill out 
from under tho boat and helped him aBtrido 
of the keel. William Gill also reached bho 
kool, but Try, who had boen thrown at aomo 
distanco In tho water,, was drowned. Hagan 
endeavored to lend him a hand, bub tho 
boat kopt drlfbing away and Try weighed 
down by his clothing ami chilled by tho icy 
cold wator, sank very soon. Tho three sur- 
vivors noxt attompted to right the boat, but 
she turned over ogain and ib was with diffi- 
culty that thoy managed to climb back on 
the keol. 

Peoplo on ohore had seen the accident, and 
two lads, Win. Laing and Robert McLean, 
both about 1 7 years old, set olf to tho rnscuo 
from Buoknain'a landing in a amall skilf. It 
wae a plucky act, for tho Boa waa high, and 
evory moment it aeemed as if tho bravo 
boys would bo awamped. Howevor, after 
half an hour's hard pulling thoy reached tho 
overturned boat and gob tho threo survivors 
safe aahoro, but in a very exliausted condi- 
tion. 

Mr. Hodloy Chapman very kindly had all 
three takou to hia house, where littlo AuBtin 
Gill had to be put In a warm bath to rovivo 
him. Then tho rescued men and boys were 
put to bed ond restoratives wero given them 
and later in tho ovonlng thoy woro taken to 
thoir homos. 

Tho oapal^d boat waB found yesterday by 
Goorgo Simons at Henley's point, and Try's 
hat was also pioked up thero. Tho body of 
tho drowned man has not yob been re- 
covered. 

John Try, tho man who was drownod, wao 
about 110 yoara of age and a native of Ror- 
tock, Gormany. Two weoka ago ho had a 
vory narrow oacapo from drowning on tho 
Boroalia. Ho waB woll known as " Shorty." 

THE HYAMS' CASE. 

Yesterday's Proceedings in tho Trial for the 
Jlunlor of Wells. 

Toronto, Nov. II.— (Speoial)— So far the 
orown haa preaoatod a much moro connootod 
case In tho present trial of tho Hyama twins 
than at tho Bprlng sbbIzob. Tho firBt week 
of bhe trial waa taken up with the testi- 
mony as to tho condition of Wells' body. 
Though tho wltnosses widely disagrood In 
bhBir ovidonoo the now fact camo out that 
nob only waa thero a wound ovor 
tho right oyo, bub also over the 
left. ThiB goos to support the crown's 
contention that Wells was struck by aomo 
instrument beforo tho elevator wolght foil 
on him. A witnoas which tho crown put on 
tho atand to-day gavo evidence whloh ib 
olalmB haa a diroub bearing on the prepara- 
tion for tho crime. Considerable evidence 
waa takon to prove tho time of tho occur- 
rence in tho warehouso, bub was so much 
shakon In tho oroas-examination that the do- 
fenco practically supported its contention,
